Then Hon. Rob­ 
ert M. N’evin was introduced as the tem ­ 
porary chairm an, and he made a decis­ 
ive hit iii Ids forcible delivery, and es­ 
pecially in the j hicul lur em phasis lie put 
on tho words “as an adm iral,” in refer­ 
ring to Dew ey. 
The Hon. R. II. N evin, temporary 
chairm an, said in part: 
“ Ohio's g illed Mon, VV 111 min M cKinley, \vh» 
trium phantly chs*te d ,am i every prom ise til .I 
has been m ade by th e national convention in 
Bt. Louis has, th roughout this adm inistration* 
been loyally fultUleil. ’ 
A fter referring to the war w ith Spain 
and the treaty of Harts aud Hie acquisi­ 
tum of the Philippines, he said in part 
concerning the latter: 
“ I cannot u n d erstand how any man corn and 
raised iii th e t.J nit • d sta te s of Am erica, fit in 11 
ta r w ith tho spirit of o ur people, governed by 
its institutions, reared under our dug, can he 
have for one in stan t that any adm inistration 
th a t ever could he elected could, or w ould liar* 
do anvilling except th at which would lend t* 
the peace and tin- happiness and the prosperity 
of this people. 
N or eau i conceive how any 
m an who was Imni u nder th e (tag and who Int­ 
one drop of A m erican blood in his veins could 
Bay that we should haul dow n our flag and 
W ithdraw our soldiers from the P hilippine isl 
ands so long as th ere is our man in arm ed re 
hellion, or ho long a s th ere is a single individ 
ual i i i all tile islands in open resistance to tin 
governm ent and to th e flag."

well advanced before the opening here. 
London bought quite freely in this mar­ 
ket, after trading commenced.

rally in prices had been largely due to 
the demand from the short interest. 
After the opening spurt buying quickly 
fell off and prices fell back, while the 
market became very dull. 
The vigorous attack On Baltimore and 
Ohio and Reading first preferred caused 
declines of 318 and 8^ respectively, and 
broke the whole list quite sharply. But 
at the decline very large buying devel­ 
oped again for both accounts, all offer­ 
ings being freely absorbed apparently 
with no desire to advance prices.

elapses elsewhere gave a slightly .rregu- 
lar tone, but tue closing was generally 
firm and at small net changes iu them* 
jority of stocks.
